REMARKS 


Claims 1-99 were filed with the original application. Claims 90-99 are hereby 


canceled and new claim 100 is advanced. Thus, claims 1-89 and 100 are now presented for 
prosecution. 

New claim 100 reads "The method of Claim 1, wherein treating pathologic cardiac 
hypertrophy or heart failure further comprises increasing exercise tolerance, reducing 
hospitalizations, improving quality of life, decreasing morbidity, or decreasing mortality in a 
subject with heart failure or cardiac hypertrophy." Claim 100 is merely a recitation and 
compilation of the now canceled and independent claims 95-99, made dependent on claim 1. 
The filing fee has been calculated after amendment of the claims by the preliminary amendment.
